PARACHUTES SEEN TO DROP; 
ONE WOUNDED PICKED UP 


Successful Flight Had Been About Com­ 
pleted, and Dirigible Was Preparing 
To Land When The Catastrophe 
Occurred. Spectators’ Escapes. 


LO N D O N 1, Aug. 24— The great d irigible, ZR-2, which began a 
trial flight on Tuesd ay morn in g, was wrecked by an explosion this a f­ 
tern oon an d fell in to the Hum ber River. 
Accord in g to a Cen tral News 
d ispatch the ZR-2 broke in half n ear Hull. 
It is believed that there was a heavy loss of life. 
There were more 
than fifty men upon the d irigible, in clud in g the crew of twen ty-on e 
American sailors who were to have taken the ship to the Un ited States 
in a tran s-Atlan tic flight within a week. 


The air ship had been in the air n early 35 hours, followin g its ascen t 
from Howth, an d was evid en tly preparin g to lan d at Pulliam. 
Followin g an explosion a sheet of flame appeared over the balloon . 
Three parachutes were seen to leave the airship, but experien ced air­ 
men say that they could n ot have carried more than a small portion of 
the passen gers an d crew. 
The cause of the explosion was n ot kn own up to 6.30 ton ight, al­ 
though British Air Min istry officials are makin g a fran tic in vestiga­ 
tion . 
Ad vices from Pulliam say that thousan d s of person s witn essed the 
d isaster. 
They were watchin g the airship hoverin g overhead an d were 
horror-stricken to see it sud d en ly burst in to flames an d fall toward earth 


a wreck. 
The air ship buckled an d began fallin g like a plummet, a thick 
cloud of smoke hoverin g over it. 
The explosion took place at 5:45 P. M. 
Spectators, on seein g the airship begin to fall, rati in every d irection , 
fearin g a rain of d ebris.
